out a Paſs from one of our privy Councellors, Shirefts, beallies of Regalities, or their deputts,magiſtrats of Royal brughs 

and all common poſts, to carry any Letters or miſfives; without licenſe from the genneral poſt-maſter : with certification 

to them or any of them, that if they ſhall preſume or;zake upon hand ro trayel without the faids Paſſes , they ſhal be pers 

| ſewed as vagabounds and ſ{oruers, and as Lſperſch; offeditions lyhels and pamphlets; and doe hereby require and come 

\ mand all Shireffs, beallies of Regalities and there deputts, Juſtice of peace, and magiftrats of brughs Royal, to appre- 
. hend the perſons of the ſaids pedlars , or common Poſts,,, who bh not the {aid Paſſes or licenſe as faid is, and Impriſon 
% there perſons till they find Caution not to Contrayeen-hexein hereafter, under the penalty of five Hundreth merks, and
